It recommended $250 million for urban renewal (as con­ 
trasted with other proposals calling for a s much as $000 mil­ 
lion per year for ten years) and urged the gradual reduce! rn 
of the program over a six-year period. Additionally, they op­ 
posed expansion of the public housing program; supported 
continuation of the college loan program, but at interest rates 
to cover all costs of the federal government, and opposed any 
expansion of the ommunitv Facilities Loan Program, It rec­ 
ommended flexible interest rates for Veterans Administra­ 
tion guaranteed m ortgages and opposed any expansion of 
the Federal National Mortgage Association’s program of spec­ 
ial assistance purchases of mortgages. 
They contend that local governments would become strong­ 
er and more efficient if communities tackled their own urban 
problems, and that major reliance on federal aid not only is 
inflationary but it can only lead to a mad scramble among the 
leaders of all 17,180 communities in the country to ‘get our 
share.” The effect of all this would be to shift responsibility 
from some 130,000 elected state and local government offic­ 
ials and volunteer community leaders, and concentrate it in 
W ashington.
